Test _on Competence in Written Expression 


The Report from the Senate Subcommittee on the Examination for 
Competence in Written Expression was discussed. 


Council's recommendations with respect to the proposed Test was as follows; 


(Falsetto, Pariser) "that the Council of the Faculty of Fine Arts 

(1) approves the application of the Test on Competence in Written 
Expression in principle, however, 

(2) that Fine Arts students be given the option of either taking the 
Test or taking an English/French course specified by the Faculty; passing 
the course would be equivalent to passing the Test, and 

(3) that a Faculty ad hoc committee be set up for the purpose of 
deciding on specified courses"
